Mere Half Billion 
A momentous p rop osition has been p ut up 
to the secretaries of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force by Defense Secretary Wilson, acting in 
behalf of U.S. taxp ayers. 
He has told them that if they will be alert 
for chances to save money they can p ile up a 
half-billion dollars for taxp ayers before next 
June, with no effect on national defense. 
They can do a great deal of this by merely 
letting civilian jobs that fall vacant in the 
ordinary course of events stay vacant. In a 
national defense budget that still would reach 
billioD dollars, even a tiny p ercentage of 
shrinkage could still lift more than $ 3 off the 
p er cap ita tax burden in the United States. 
The /e ft of the saving p rop osed by Secre­ 
tary W;l« on would come from a p olicy of with­ 
holding orders for military equip ment outdated 
. by new designs. 
The imp ortance o f the defense secretary’s 
p rop osition is in the reasoning behind it, not 
in its bearing on a balanced budget. 
Detfense sp ending has become the unmanege- 
able ump in federal sp ending, unmanageable 
because its size makes it unuwieldy and its p ur­ 
p ose makes it almost untouchable. 
But the fact is that military sp ending is sub­ 
ject to curtailm ent without direct effect on na­ 
tional defense. Secreary Wilson has dared to 
say so. There now will be an anguished how! 
to the effect that the United States is being 
made weak and help less by a p lot to balance 
the budget at the exp ense of security. 


It isn’t so, and the interested p arties who 
do the taxp aying know it isn’t 
bo.

The thousands of local PTA group s that back 
up the p ublic school function in the United 
States are a nationwide forum for education 
where teachers and p arents can talk together 
about their common p roblems and w ort out 
solutions.

a great tradition of p op ular government — the 
tradition which holds that p eop le who know 
one another are less likely to misunderstand 
one another. There is virtually nothing that 
cannot be done when p eop le understand one 
another. 
If you are a p arent, you owe H to yourself 
and your child to sup p ort the FT A, or what­ 
ever other organization exists in your child’s 
school to give p arents and teacher» « common 
meeting ground. 
The next time your PTA meets you should be 
p resent.

Mystery Of Browder

Ex-Red Chief Hired By Fund For The Republic 


There's something strange and 
mystt ous about the case of Eari 
Browder, secretary gener. 1 of the 
Communist p arty in America from 
1929 
to 
1945. 
who, it is an­ 
nounced, h a s 
been hired by 
“The Fund for 
the 
Rep ublic” 
at a substan-

“The Fund for the Rep ublic” *s 
one ot the so-called “liberal” or- 
ganiztions, financed by the F ori

informants or p ay ex-Communists 
as witnesses to testify in trials in­ 
volving Communist p roblems. 
So far as can 
be discovered 
here, tftfere is no case on record 
irf which the government has ever 
jtaid money to any p erson whil? 
he himself was under indictment. 
There is p ending against Browo 
er a criminal indictment aceusing 
him of p erjury. 
The curious asp ect of the matte** 
is that if Browder, who claims to 
nave 
forsaken 
the 
Communis 
p arty, has done so, why should he 
hesitate to furnish all the informa­ 
tion he p ossesses to his own gov­ 
ernment? He was summoned a few 
days ago to testify before the Sen 
ate 
subcommittee 
on 
internal 
security in executive session. He 
was under oath. He is rep orted to 
have refused to give any informa 
tion of substance — and, of course, 
m such a refusal, he is p rotected 
dgainst p rosecution under the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution. 


-AGAIN AND AGAIN it is said 
that the Federal Bureau of In* 
vestigation has endeavored to p er­ 
suade Browder to give under oath 
the history* of the Communist p arty 
as Browder knows it — the verv 
m aterial sought by “ The Fund for 
the Rep ublic” — but he had de­ 
clined to do so. 
The question 
naturally 
arises 
whether “The Fund for the Rep ub­ 
lic” can be sure that it is getting 
comp lete information from a man 
who declines to testify under oath 
before his own government. 
Various 
attem p ts 
have 
beer 
made in recent years% to have 
Browder make a clean breast of 
what he knows. 
Tliere have been suggestions that 
some charitable foundation grant 
money to finance him during the 
p eriod when he devotes his wtiofo 
time to refreshing his recollection 
o i what hap p ened when he w*as 
in command of the 
communist 
p arty in this country. 
These efforts collap sed because,

A sp okesman for “The Fund for 
the Rep ublic” says that the or­ 
ganization isn’t interested in ob­

goes into any of the Dro jects for 
which $ 250,000 has been granted 
by the Ford Foundation. 
But the information, when made 
. vailable to “The Fund for the 
Rep ublic,” either has to be credit 
ed or discarded. Some who have 
talked 
with Browder 
in recent 
vears have come to the conclusion 
mat he is interested only in getting 
1 rcross his version of Communist 
p arty activities. There are indica- 
t ons that “The Fund fru the Re­ 
p ublic” p refers the version*that 
the Communist p arty is a p olitical 
institution rather than a consp ira 
torial organizaton. 
m 
BROWDER DENIES anv rela 
tionship fo a “Communist con­ 
sp iracy,” which is the language 
used by Congress in p assing the 
Smith Act. 
It will be recelled that, due to a 
feud inside the Communist p arty 
in this country, Browder was oust­ 
ed in 1945 but he later went to 
Moscow, 
where 
he received 
a 
warm welcome. 
His p erjury case stems from an 
allegation that he made a false 
statem ent in connection with some 
immigration documents relating to 
his wife’s alleged p articip ation in 
the Communist 
p arty. 
His wife 
died within the p est year. 
The Dep artment of Justice could 
grant Browder immunity f r o m 
p rosecution not only in this case 
but for any p ossible incrimination 
in connection w ith anything else he 
might think would p ut him in any 
jeop ardy. 


UP TO NOW BROWDER has re­ 
fused to coop erate with his own 
government. He insists he is not a 
Communist now and insists also 
that from 1929 to 1945. when he 
was head of the Communist p arty, 
there was nothing relating to sub­ 
version or esp ionage going on with 
his knowledge. 
It is, indeed, an unsolved mys­ 
tery, and some officials are still 
hop eful that Browder some day 
w’ill come through with the com­ 
p lete story of what did hap p en. 


Overdue Recognition 


A sp ecial p lea for an official 
residence and better staff facilities 
or the vice p residency may be in­ 
cluded in President Eisenhower's 
State of the Union message next 
January. 
The suggestion for the p lea was 
made to the President by Rep . 
Wainwright, who is lining up con 
gressional sup p ort for a bill de­ 
signed to give the vice p resident 
“the necessary tools to accom­ 
p lish the job currently assigned 
to him. 
An answer, dated Oct. 5 in Den­ 
ver, and signed by Sherman Ad­ 
ams 
assistant to the President, 
said, in p art: 
”1 am sending your letter to 
Washington, suggesting that it be 
considered in the light oi your rec­ 
ommendation for the State of the 
Union message.” 
Before the President suffered 
his heart attack. Rep . Wainwright 
had d.scussed the general p roblem 
w’ith him and h,d obtained p resi­ 
dential concurrence in the objec- 
i* ves of his bill. 
The Wainwright bill would p ro­ 
vide a residence at government ex­ 
p ense. funds to staff the res denee 
more adequate office quarters for 
the vice p resident and his « taff, h 
larger staff and a rep resentative of 
*he vice p resident on the p lanning 
staff of the National Security Coun­ 
cil. 
To » emove p olitical imp lications 
cf the bill, the Wainwright p rop os- 
a. would not ap p ly to Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon. 
The vice p resident now* lives m 
a p rivate residence and has offic** 
sp ace at the rear of the third floor 
of the Senate Office Building. His 
staff is smc Her than those 
of 
most senators. 
Rep . V\’ainwright said today his 
p lan was p ersonally to visit con 
gressional leaders in an attemp t to 
get top bip artisan sup p ort for his 
bill. Ke would like to have tha 
m e sure introduced in the Senate 
by the former vice p resident. Sen. 
Barkley and the Rep ublican mino* 
ity leader, Sen. Know! and. In the 
House, he will ask Rep . McCor­ 
mack. the Democratic floor leader, 
er, and Rep . Josp eh W. Martin 
J r , the minority leader to sp onsor 
the measure. 
Former President Tfruman wrote 
Wainwright on Sep t. 
17 of this 
ye r:

“ It would be most beneficial, 
n my op inion, if fee activities and 
the duties of the vice p resident 
could be so arranged to form a

Wainwright seid his soundings of 
congressional op inion indicated his 
bill had a good chance oi p as­ 
sage next year.

THE BEST way to estimate the 
cost erf a proposed hou se is to show 
y ou r plans to a local bu ilder who 
has bu ilt similar hou ses in y ou r 
immediate locality . It doesn’t mean 
any thing that the same hou se was 
bu ilt for $1,000 less, or $1,000 more 
in some town a few hu ndred miles 
away . And it means less if that 
hou se was bu ilt six months or a 
y ear ago. 
Bu ilding costs change from sea­ 
son to season, from town to town 
A su rv ey by the Dow Serv ice in 
New York shows that bu ilding costs 
in general went u p an av erage of 
[2% per cent throu ghou t states east 
of the Mississippi and in eastern 
Canada since last spring. That’s 
an av erage o f $5 00 o n a $20,000 
ho use. 
In 24 ou t of 8 5 cities su rv ey ed, it 
costs more to bu ild a hou se than 
in New York. Bu t in 61 places it’s 
cheaper — as mu ch as 36 per cent 
cheaper in Greenv ille, S.C. 
So with flu ctu ations as wide 
as that, is it any wonder that the

WHY HAVE COSTS gone u p? 
In one booming area the price of 
gy psu m wailboerd rose from $42 
per tho usand sq u are feet last Feb­ 
ru ary to $5 6 this fall and became 
scarce at that price. Fir framing 
went up from $100 per thou sand 
board feet to $115. Cement ju mp 
od from $1.25 per bag to $1.40, ana 
the common nail rose from $11 per 
keg to $18. The workers got their 
share too, becau se they want to 
make enou gh to bu y a hou se. 
The resu lt is that a hou se that 
|cost $7,500 to bu ild in 1941 in the 
metropolitan area of New York 
and New Jersey , costs $17,100 to 
bu ild today . 
Is that bad? The most conser­ 
v ativ e bankers, who stake the 
fu nds to finance new' hou ses, 
s a y 
no. New homes offer so mu ch more 
liv ability and so many more peo­ 
ple are in a position to afford them 
and enjoy them than back in 194 U 
—or 1929—that the bankers con 
sider these homes sou nd inv est­ 
ments. 


Autumn Ideal

While not an all-su mmer bloom­ 
er, the dorofu cu m is a spring - 
bloomer that can’t be beat.

shou ld be planted soon in order to 
get blooms nex t spring and will 
grow in any shaded or su nny lo­ 
cation prov iding the soil is not too 
dry in su mmer. 
The sp rkhng y ellow' daisy -lik 
flowers are inv alu able for cu tting 


Agronomists tell u s that there 
is a great difference between soil 
and air temperatu res. 
It takes 
many weeks of real su nshine to 
heat th esoi! in spring. 
Max imu m soil temperatu re of­ 
ten is not reached u ntil midsu m­ 
mer. In au tu mn the warm soil 
giv es off heat and maintains a 
higher av erage temperatu re than 
the air. 
If y ou are planting trees and 
shru bs du ring the nex t few weeks 
be su re to aid in retention of th? 
soil’s heat by mu lching with two 
cr three inches of peat moss kep* 
damp to prolong the period of 
au tu mn root growth. 
In wandering arou nd v ariou s gar­ 
dens this past month the old gar­ 
dener again was impressed with 
the beau ty and long-blooming see- 
son of the Balloon Flower, platy - 
codon grandiflora. 
Also call ad Chinese Bellflower, 
this hardy perennial grows one to 
two feet tall, somewhat dense and 
branching. 
The balloon-shaped deep bine 
flowers prov ide bloom all su mmer 
in the su nny border. The white- 
flowered form, listed as platy co* 
don gr. fl. alba, shou ld be inclu d 
ed in the planting.
